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HE State of the Cafe between the Em- 

ptror and the Hungarians, was by the 

lat Review, brought to this ; That the 
Germans, tho” they were brought in to Afhft 
them againft the Turks, have Oppreft them fo 
much, and Treated them fo Barbaroufly, that 
they now defire rather to fubmit to the Turk 
than to the German; and that they ought to 
have their Liberty. 

I confefs ’tis pity they that would be Slaves, 
fhould not be Gratifi'd with the Advantage of 
that Happy Condition ; efpecially when they are 
brought fo low, as to chofe Tyrkifh Slavery, which 
of all forts of Bondage, was ever thought the 
worft. ; 

But there are a great many Cafes, wherein 
People have neta Right to difpofe of themfelves; 
2nd moft of thofe particulars concur here. 

As firft; When a Nation that is a Barrier to 
another, will give it felf over the Enemy, it 
has always been thought juftifiable’ in the other 
Nation to feize on it by force, to prevent the 
Neighbourhood of a too powerful Nation : This 
has been the Cafe of Flanders, as to England 
and Holland, who have thought themfelves ub- 
lig’d on all occafions, to prevent the Flemings 
falling into the hands of the French. 

If the Hungarians are willing, like Mad-Men, 
to give thenifelves up for Slaves to the Turks; 
the Empire, without doubt, has a Right to for- 
bid it; and to prevent the urls Poffeffing the 
Frontiers of its own Provinces. 
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And therefore upon this Account; the Hun- 
&erians Calling in the 7urks to- their Affiftance, 
the Emperor had an undoubted Right to prevent 
by Force, a Conjunétion fo fatal in its confe- 
quence to the whole Empire ; what elfe is that 
we have made fo.much ado about in the World, 
call’d the Ballance of Power, for which People, 
States, and Kingdoms, have thought fit to break 
with one another; Raife Feuds, make War, 
Peace, and Confederacies, and juftified all the 
Confequences from the general neceffities of 
Nations? 

Shall it be juft for us to League againft 
French Power ? and thal] it not be juft for the 
Emperor of Germany to League againft the Ture 
kifh, and Mabometen Power ? if any particular 
Prince now in Europe fhould joyn his Forces 
witb the French, or call the French into his Do- 
minions, do we not immediately Declare War 
againfthim, and count it a fufficient Caufe, that 
he may not ftrengthen the Enemy ? 

Some Examples may Uluftrate this particular 
Cafe ; the Duke of Wolfembuttle was in Treaty 
with France, to lend his Forces to the Freach 
King 3 without doubt the Duke had as much 
Title to difpofe of his‘own Troops, as the Hun- 
&4rians have to difpofe of their own Liberty 
and yet, to prevent this,the Princes of the Houfe 
of Lunenbergh, immediately March their Armies, 
and Invade him, to. force him <o comply, and put 
His Forces into their. Hands, 
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afterwards forc’d to open them again, couldex. — 
peét but indifferent ufage ; and thus the Cruel- 
ties on both fides began, the People cried out, of 
Oppreffions, and Invafion of their Privileges, 
by Quartering Soldiers, and the like;-the Pro- 
teftants were at the fame time hook’d into the 
General Complaint, and brought to joyn the — 
Complaint of Religious Grievances, to the Civils 


Again, the Duke of Mantue admits the French 
into his Territories, for a Summ of Money 5 
without doubt the Duke of Mantua had a Right 
to put himfelf and his Dominions into the hand 
of che Freneé, a> much as the Liwigartans had to 
pur chemfelves jato the hands of the Turks. 

The Elector of Cologz did the fame, and the 
Dake of Baviriz, now the fame 3 and for thefe 
{ingle Cales the Confederacy Declares War a- 
gain ft them all; fhall the Hungarians, who are 
at Ieait the Emperor’s conditional Subjeéts, call 
in the. Bardarous Nations into their own Coun- 
try, and fhail ic be Unlawful for the Emperor 
to hare Recourfe to Force to keep them out, and 
allundera Pretence, thar every Man’s Liberty 
is ity his own hand and~he may bea Slave to 
whom-he pizafes ? 

It con never be Lawful for one, and Unlawful 
for the other; thac which is Policy in us, can 
never be Tyrranny in him 3 if it be juftifiable in 
the Cgnfederate Princes, it muft be equally fo 
with hi8 /mperial Majefty. But this, by the by, 
I thal) meet with it again very quickly. 

I fall go on here with Sir Roger Manly, who 
tells us, that the Neceflity of Defending the 
Country, having fore’d the Emperor to bring 
great Bodies ot Germans into the Kingdom : 
The freward People, tenacious of their Privi- 
leges, and as they are not the only People who 
have been ungrateful to their Deliverers, refufe 
to entertain them, or to admit them into their 
‘Towns. 

This unkind: Treatment,. as it exafperated 
the Soldiery, fo it fill’d the Emperor himfelf 
with Jealouties, that they defign’d fomething ill 
hoth againft the Germans.as a Nation, and 
himtelf as their Prince, and this occafion’d far- 
ther Mifchiefs; the Germans took Quarters by 
Force 3 ho!ding it but juft, that the People they 
came to defend, fhould give them Entertain- 
ment amongft them, while the Field was no 
more proper to Encamp in. 

This Force of the Germans the Thhabitants 
took Care to oppofe, with as much Power as 
pofhble ; and from hence follow’d Plundrings, 
Burnings, Murthers, and infinite Aéts of Vio- 
lence and Diforder ; the Soldiers fercing Quar- 
ters in the Towns, and-the Towns on all occa- 
ficos, riling and cutting the Throats of the 
Soldiers, 

The Places the Emperor took Poffeffion of in 
this nianner; and where the Inhabitants were 
fhutting their Gates upon the Soldiers, wer 


and thus the Out-cry againft the Germans be- 
came General, and the whole Nation concern’d 
themfelves in the Broil. 


The Germans, on the other fide, alledg’d the , 


Affronts offered the Imperial Authority, and. 
the Contempt daily put upon the Majefty of 
their Lord; unheard of Complaints were made 
of Outrages and Violences offered to the Ger- 
man Soldiers, and the Court at Vienwa was fill’d 
with the Melancholy Particulars of unheard of 
Cruelries and Barbarities committed by the Hume 
garians upon-the Soldiers, as they had opportu. 
Nitiese. 

As this inveterate Rage of the Inhabitants 
proceeded to {uch a degree, it gave the Imperial 
Court a juft Umbrage, that a Revole was intend- 
ed; and to prevent it, the Emperor is advifed 
to feizeupon the Kingdom of Aungaria by Force; 
in Order to which, the Germans begin to For- 
tify the Towns they Poffefs’d, and to fet about 
Maftering this wnruly People in earneit. 

The’ Hungarians feeing this, take Arms all 0. 
ver the Kingdom, Headed by their own Pala~ 
tine, Count Paul Weftelini: And thus began the 
War between the Hungarians and the Emperor. 

I-freely appeal to all that fhal) read this Hi. 
ftory, if this be a true State of the Hungarian 


Affair,. whether there was not Mutual occa- - 


lions ¢ 

"Tis plain the Emperor was fworn to Defend 
and Proteét them. 

’Tis as plain they.could not raife either Mo- 
ney or Men furficient to defend themfelves,. and 
that they were all along defended by the Blood 
and Treafure of the German Nation, 

"Tis plain that it was Lawful, by the fame 
Necefhity that brought the Germans into Hun- 
aria,to keep them there ; and the Reople ought 
not'to have oppos’d it, at leaft, during a War. 

Laftly, Tis alfo made clear, from the Praétice 
of other Nations, that the Emperor had a Righe¢: 
fo prevent Hungaria falling into the hands of 
the Turks, tho” the People were really willing to 
be their Slaves,
